Atari news is coming out hot and heavy this month. Atari has started a series 

of shows across the country to show off the IL/XE computers as well as a little 
known computer called a ST. These shows include a number of software venders 
from bath computers and give Atari and the software companies a good chance to 

see their users first hand. The first of these shows was in San Jose and some 

of very much rumored 8 bit products were discussed. More news headlines. 

Atari goes public..... Atari Explorer shipping soon.,.. ANALOG special 8 bit 
coming soon.... 8 bit reviews coming soon,,.. I CD conference first up in new 

B Bit JEtra..,. 0 bit vs STlshmild I speak' 7 ?' 7 ). For these top news 

stories, stay tuned. And you said that there wasn't much new? 7 " 7 ? 

The Northern California Atari Expo was held in San Jose the weekend of 
September 20-21. Here are some of the highlights. I will some holes to entice 

you for information at our next meeting. There were over 40 booths and 

Atari was well represented with such speakers as Leonard Irani el, Shiraz Shivji, 
and Neil Harris. If you don't know who these mystery men are, ask me at the 
meeting and I will see if 1 can remember. Now far the 8 bit news, no new 
products were announced, only the warning to wait for COMDEX in November and 

you will be very happy, Ok_ An 8-bit hardware and software conference was 

held with Atari representatives John Scrunch and Lane Winner and here are some 
of the highlights. The XEP8G 80 column board will begin production very soon 
and will sell for about ISO. The SX212 1200 baud modem will be available in 
late fall and will include an upgraded version of KE-TERH to accommodate 1200 
baud operation and will sell for about 1100. Atari is iffy about a 340YE or a 
520XE. They say that the technology is simple, but expect an announcement at 
COMDEX if it is coming, ft new monitor is in Atari’* future. Atari is seriously 
considering coming out with their own monitor much like the Commodore 1702. 

The 3.5 inch 0 bit disk is still in development and will probably be seen in 
early 19B7- This drive will be a single-sided, double density, 320K formatted. 
The new version of DBS will be written by DS5 and will be DOS 2.5 compatible. 

The new DOS will allow the drive to act as an 810 or a 1050 as well as 32(>K. 

The DOS will be twice as fast as a 1050 and will support subdirectories. 

Finally, there is also a possibility that Atari will announce a double-sided 
drive with 640K. lots of good stuff to look forward to. 

Next up, Atari goes public, On September 18, 1906, Atari Corporation 
officially announced that they have registered with the SEC for an initial 
offering of 4,500,000 shares of Common Stock. The price range is expected to 
be between ill.50 and 113.50 per share. More news forthcoming..,, Do we have 
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any stock brokers out there??? I would sure like a prospectus lor ay 
scrapbook and to get soae good incaae ligures lor the troops.

What specifically were you Mandering 
since that is fairly broad? 

(Darius) Hill software designed for the Newell upgrade or RAHBO XL work on it? 
(ICD-Hike) No, the RAH is a "true* RAH disk... just like a floppy, therefore 
you dod not need to "setup" the RAH disk as you did with the RAHBO/NEHELL with 
the RD type of coaaand. 

(Chan Keith) but, you can STILL do an RD coaaand along with the H10..right, 
aike? 

(ICD-Hike) Sure, the RD is ONLY for internal aeaory of the coaputer the HIO is 
a TOTALLY independent systea. It handles its own RAH in a fashion best suited 
for the disk eaulation and printer buffer. 

(Hark(Toolworks)) I have a nuaber of questions about HI0(as I aa sure aost of 
us do): 

1) will the HIO rob ae of ay cart, slot on 130xe?... 

2) will 1 get a Tech. Ref. Hanual with HIO? 

3) will HIO support Floppies? 

A) can HIO support the Hestern Digital Controller? 

3) is HIO RS232 050 coapatable? 

(ICD-Hike) 2 -- Yes, all registers are docuaented (very coaplete) 

3 -- Yes, just like noraal (except you also get to redirect) 

A - Yes, HDC 1002S-SHD or 1002-SHD or 1002-SAS 
5 — Yes (also does not take up internal user aeaory) 

(Chan Keith) Hike => 1 think we lost the answer to I 1, about the 130XE cart 
slot. 

(ICD-Toa) 1 -- The 130XE requires a 119.95 adaptor which adds 2 slots to the 
bus. 

(Robert Crosby) I've had an order in thru distribution for the 1 aeg ver, when 
can I expect to see it? 

(ICD-Toa) It all depends on the distributor. That problea seeas to occur with 
all new products. The way we ship is: End user orders get priority for the 1st 
few units. Then we start shipping to dealers and distributors eventually the 
back orders get filled. 

(Robert Crosby) The order is thru Horizon....A guess when??? 

(ICD-Toa) ??? a couple of weeks??? 

(Robert Crosby) OK, Thanks. 

(Chan Keith) ok, we have Dick, Francis, Jia, Keith, Jerry, and then Bryan, 
(dick) I've heard that you have plans to release SpartaDOS on a cart. Do you 
have plans to add new features to the cartridge version? 

(ICD-Hike) The cart ver of SD will (its in the writing stuill) contain aany 
ne2w features: It has a built in dataBase.CThe coaaand processor is auch aore 
coaplex. It will ainick coaaands as it perforas thea (self tutoring). The 
current version (3.2) has been in a cart for testing for soae tiae now, however 
the final SD X (as it is called around here) should be released in about 3 aos 


and shall take about 32K -- lfcK for database and 3.2 core and 16K for aenu 
(also containing should be released in about 3 mas 
and shall take about 32K -- 16K for database and 3.2 core and 16K for aenu 
(also containing sophisticated batch file ability... Yiou will have to pretty 
auch see it for your self when it does come out since it will end up being 
quite a bit different. Not just a rewrite.

(Francis) That is good. Is That SpartaDOS "randoa" access? (how large is it can 
up to?) 

(ICD-Hike) SpartaDOS X (cart) handles files up to lfcfleg with total randoa 
access, it takes a aax of 1/10 sec to position to the middle of a file of that 
size... the sector aap scheae has been aodified so that a high level mapping 
scheme is running in parallel... thats why you have such high speeds (pos 
through BHeg that fast)... the aain reason for this is because the database 
(large databases) required auch positioning/loading (binary fashion) to find a 
record and a linear position is auch to slow... Also insert/delete sectors in 
the aiddle of a file is required for database. This is one reason it is taking 
quite soae tiae in developeaent... there is aajor rewrite in aany areas. 

(Francis) Is it done by POINT coannds? (under ACTION! or BASIC XE) 

(ICD-Toa) Hike has crashed for a ainute hang on... 

(Chan Keith) hope he can get back in here. 

(Francis) Hope he read ay question. 

(ICD-Hike) I think I’a back, ga 

(Chan Keith) ok, Hike..the question was "does it use POINTS or what"? 

(ICD-Hike) SD X uses points just like always. 

(Francis) Yes but aore than 6AK? 

(Chan Keith) he aeant for the built-in database, aike. 

(ICD-Hike) OK, for database it uses a set of database X10 coaaands 
(Francis) Chan, No I aean for ACTION! or BASIC XE. 

(ICD-Hike) the coaaands perfora the (skip that). For ACTION and BASIC XE. The 
POINT and NOTE functions handle the full 8Heg (limit of BASIC). 

(Chan Keith) ok, thanks Hike... 

(Francis) good. Thanks. 

That's where we leave off this aonth. The saga continues next month with aore of 
the saae. One note: this file is 199 single-density sectors long. Hy disk-based 
Atariwriter, Paperclip and GT Estate word processors can t load the whole thing. 

But I had the whole thing in RAH when I downloaded it. As an excercise in problea 

solving, can anyone think of a way for ae to print this file? 1 think 1 know how to 
do it.

October has co*e and ti*e dor *ore neus and viens fro* cos chair. 

This nonth, I Mill start on a rather serious topic. Ruoors have started to 
spread around turn abut sote bad dealings by HAST officers, naaely oe and 1 
think Bruce. I uouLd nOu like to address these issues. First of all, no HAST 
or SPACE officers oakes any ooney off the club. The only benefit that 1 knon 
of being an officer is a free SPACE/HAST eeebership. I think this is anple 
payaent for the auunt of work that the SPACE and HAST officers give tO the 
club. This is in the club's constitution and has been a benefit since 1 started 
uith the club aany urns ago. I, personally, receive no aoney or payaent for 
putting the disk of the aonth together. The aaount of aoney, I receive each 
aonth froa the club is for the coaaercial BBS downloading tiae, long distance 
phone bills, 3.S inch disk purchases, and postage. These are just 
reiaburseaants for ay expenses in putting the disk of the aonth together. And 
even these expenses, 1 do not charge the club 1001 because I personally believe 
that I, ayself, benefit froa sou of the tiae on the BBSes. Second of all, 

HAST is not in the businEss to aaKe a ‘rofit of the disk of the aonth. HAST 
does sake aoney off the disk of the aonth, 1 will adait this. Honey aade froa 
the disk of the aonth is turned right back into the club. Expenses for the 
club include ay downloading expenses aentianed above, the club rooa rental, and 
payaent for the newsletter in which you are reading this. That is it. So what 
have we spent our excess uney on. So far HAST Has purchased, a 520ST, two 
single-sided disk drives, one double-sided disk drive, and a color aonitor. In 
addition to this, HAST has purchased a nuaber of booksfor Mur HAST book 
library. 1 and the aeabers of the SPACE/HAST board do not want to have a large 
HAST bank balance. As our bank balance increases, the price of the disk of the 
aonth will decrease. He have set liaits on the excess aaount of aoney HAST will 
bank. If this aaount gets too big, we will pass this excess aoney on to the 
club in a lower disk of the aonth price, since the disk of the aonth supports 
the club. Otherwise, wA will spend the aoney on things which will benefit the 
club. Suggestions to Bob, Bruce, or 1 are always welcoae. Finally, HAST has 
overpriced its disk of the aonth. Costs of putting a good disk of the aonth 
together are not cheap) Hy dowHload bills soaetiaes go froa $150 - $200 a aonth 
to get the club the best public doaain software available. Let's do soae 
figuring. Each 3.5 disk costs us about $1.S0 a piece. That give HAT $4.50 per 
disk for expenses. If we figure $150 for downloading and $75 for the rooa, 

HAST aust sell 50 disks to pay off its expenses. That is quite a bit. If we 
sell 70 disks, that aeans HAST aakes about $90. That isn't auch considering 
the aaount of effort involved in putting the disk together. If we sell aore 
disks, your price will go down. HationalLy, tHe cheapest disks that I have 
seen are $4.00 and that is for a 200 aeaber ST group. 1 hope, soaeday we can 
be so cheap. I hope this explains soae of the ruaors that are circulating 
around town. Even if there gere not ruaorc, I think the aeabers should know 
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these facts. If you have any tore questions, talk to either Bruce, Boh, or ee. 
Thanks for listening. 

Non that that Is ofF ay chest, let's talk about aeaberships. If you 
received this by sail, this does not apply to you. HAST needs card carrying 
aeabers. If you attend the aeeting and like uhat you see, pLease join up uith 
us. He always have a good croud at the aeeting, but ue need your continuous 
support through a SPACE/HAST aeabership. Heabership includes a newsletter each 
aonth with the latest in XL/XE and ST news, 10! Discount at UsEr Friendly, 
Hizard’s Horks, the Coaputer Supply Store, and Software Outfitters all for 
showing your aeabership card, free access to LR DATA'S BBS (777-6376), free 
access to the STIN6 BBS (786-2458 after 5:00), and free access to Hindtools BB 
(542-8980). On all BBSes, please identify yourself as a HAST aeaber to the 
sysop when logging in. All for $14.00 per year. By being a aeaber, it tells 
us that you are coaaitted to SPACE and HAST. If you attend the aeeting, get a 
free newsletter, and buy the disk of the aonth, sign up at the next aeeting. 

1 hope soaeday that 1 can tell others that HAST is sixty or seventy aeabers!! 
strong, instead of having sixty ST owners attending the HAST aeeting. 

Next up, a quickdiscussiOn of disk of the aonth. I would first like to 
apologize to those aeabers who purchased disks for future aailing. 1 was very!! 
late this aonth aailing these out. Hy usual plan is one week after the aeeting. 
I aissed that by a week and aa very sorry. If you are interested, during those 
two weeks, the first round of DON docuaentation was started and should be 
coapleted next week. Read on for aore info. Secondly, disk of the aonth will 
be deaoed starting this aonth following ay description. This will give you a 
break to purchase disks anD also see what you are buying. This aonth, I will 
also deaonstrate last aonth's gaae disk which I thought was pretty good, but not 
too nany sold. 

Next. HAST On-Line.... Hbat is HAST On-Line???? Nell, it is ay 

way to talk to dhe aeabers between aeetings, get out disk of the aonth 
inforaation and docuaentation, new ST news, and other tidbits of inforaation. 
HAST On-Line currently exists on two BBSes in town on both Hindtools' BBS 
(542-B9B0) and LRData's BBS (777-63’6). 1 would like to thank both Todd and 
Dave for allowing HAST onboard. Currently, there are descriptions of each 
aonth's disk of the aonth on Each Board, anD the latest news about the San Jose 
Atari show and Atari's public stock offering. Coaing soon, the READHE files 
froa each HAST disk, a preview of each aonth's disk of the aonth two weeks 
before the HAST aeeting, and an update of aore coaplete inforaation the week of 
the aeeting. This is also where I will put the disk listing software and its 
database for downloading. Should be quite interesting??? In addition, I 
would like to hear froa you. Each board has a HAST aessage board to exchange 
aessages. 1 will be at leasd once every two days and often twice a day so send 
ae aessage if you have a problea with a DON disk, prograa, idea for the aeeting, 
or whatever. This is here for you to use. Also if you download a good prograa 


or write one yourself upload it and tell ae about it. It will save ae the 
download cost on the coaaerdal boards and save HAST aoney. If you want to 
upload it privately, upload it to Hindtools BBS and aake it private to the 
sysop in the HAST sig. Leave ae a aessage about the naae of the file and I 
will download it. The saae is true for newsledter articles. I will Bet thea 
to the newsletter editor for you if you want. Just another way for HAST to 
serve you. 

Next aonth, I will start/restart a new coluan to be called ST Xtra. 

This coluan will be aade up of reviews, and aiscellaneous applications which 1 
cone upon. Next aonth for the next two aonths, 1 will exaaine the question: 

Just how good is your VT100 eaulator prograa???? These days, it seeac like all 
coaaunication prograas daia to be VT100 compatible. Hell, next aonth we will 
see. 1 have obtained froa ay UNIX connection a VT100 coapatibility test 
prograe. It checks about everything possible including VT100 bugs. It seeas 
to be very revealing. Then when that is done, 1 will explain how I got an 
application up and running under Zooaracks. Has it easy or hard??? He gill 
see ZoOaracks is a neat little prograa, but aonths ago when I wrote the 
review 1 had no application for it. Now 1 do and I will tell all. Hopefully, 

I will be able to get a hold of Zooaracksll by then and include a review of it 
also. Hatch for this coaing next aonth. 

Now that I have gotten the business out of the way, it s tine for news!! 

First off, a 2 aeg and 4 aeg ST are on their way including the bLitter chip. 
Expect delivery the first of next year after FCC approval. The HAC cartridge 
is finally available for sale. It is now called 'Hagic Sac* to get copyright 
probleas. Initially, It will sell for $150. HAC R0H5 are extra. There is a 
chance that this aight be deaoed at our next aeeting. For aore info, check 
HAST On-Line and at the aeeting. The blitter chip is getting aore and aore 
confusing, he pbice is now either up to $120 or $300 whoever you talk to. 

The $300 price includes sending your ST back to Atari for installation of the 
blitter chip. Hore news when available. Atari has a nuaber of New ruaored 
products to be announced at C0NDEX in Noveaber. Soae of these include a laser 
printer, a hard disk installed inside the IBH style box, a software IBH 
eaulator, a hardware CP/H eaulator, and possibly a CD RON. Atari has publicly 
stated that all ST owners will be pleasantly surprised at C0HDEX so we will 
have to see next aonth. For aore good stuff, check Out the HST aeeting. 

Two strange software packages are flip flopping their noraal roles this 
aonth. A new version of Neochroae was released by Atari last aonth for three 
days. Atari put it on their BBS and soon aade its rounds to all the boards. 

Then Atari said, *Hhoa, this is too good for public doaain, pull it off.* So 
off it went on all the coaaercial boards. This is NE0 0.9. A very nice prograa 
which is still on soae boards around town if you want it. But it is not public 
doaain. Now for the flop, after taking it off of every board across the country 
Atari is now officially releasing the CP/H software eaulator as public doaain. 





This version works. 1 don't know when it is coning, but Atari says it will be 
on their board any day now. Atari decided that they did nOt need it now that 
they had a hardware enulator. Expect it on a special disk of the aonth with 
CP/H utilities in the next aonth or two. This version works with the ROMs. 

Now it’s update tine.... This aonth, 1 received Hichtron's newsletter 
with their list a< software updates. So here goes: Updates are available lor 
Am eat or (bug fixes), BBS 2.OtaajOr enhanceaents), Flip Side 1.I(higher levels 
aore challenging), Kissed i.llbug fixes), Major Hotionfnow works with joystick), 
Ni-Tera t.Olaajor enhanceaents), Mighty Hail(phone I and zip code sgitched), 
Hudpies 1.1(saves high scores), Personal Honey Manager(corrects large file 
loading bug), and Tiae Bandits 2.1(saves gaaes and ainor bugs). Update costs 
is $10.00 forNi-Tera,430.00 for Michtron BBS, and 45.00 for all other 
pragraas. To get the update, send your old aaster disk and the update fee to 
Hichtron/57h South Telegraph/Pontiac, Ml 48053. Update turnaround is usually 
about a week. Second update this aonth is OSS Pascal. OSS has added a coapiler 
directive for desk accessories. You no longer need the PASACC prograa. The 
cost of theupdate is I10L00 and your aaster copy of the disk.

Next, the perfect coapliaent to the description, a 
coaplete listing of all disks using Todd Burkey's DiskTop prograa. This is a 
new version that now keys on the disk label naae and does not create a file on 
disk. Specially aodified for MAST by Todd. 1 don't know if I can get the 
whole data base on one disk or if it takes two, but you should love the price. 

For all docuaentation disks, the price will be »3.00. Yes, 43.00. This is 
only one of possibly three ways that 1 plan on docuaenting the disk of the 
aonth. But all docuaentation disks will be 43.00. I expect everyone to at 
least buy this disk at this aonth's MAST aeeting. Hith this disk and the above 
descriptions, you should be able to find about all the prograas which you 
really need. 

One aore topic before we go for the good stuff. 1 would like to state 
publicly that the disk of the aonth is by no aeans a one aan operation. 1 do 
get support froa our aeabers. 1 would now like to recognize soae of these 
unsung heroes that either donate their own software, download public doaain 
software, donate deao software, or contribute other talents. This list includes 
Chuck Purcell, Ralph Russell, Dan Stubbs, Brian Reynolds of User Friendly, Steve 
Pauley and Todd Burkey of Hindtools, and Dick Johnson. 1 would also belatedly 
like to thank Dick for listing out the README files for the first four aonths 
of the DDM and placing thea in a binder. Surprising, I found this very useful 
in docuaenting the disks so far and 1 plan on using it aore extensively when 1 
go file for file. This book will be available for reference at the DOM table 
starting next aonth for reference. Dick, are you still gaae to keep it 
updated??? Thanks to one and all far aaking the D0H a big success. 

Hell, it's that tiae again. Hare disks and aore prograas. 1 will 
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first state that I have not run all of these programs yet and I aa describing 
thee on their descriptions, but nee do have a good selection. 

ARC - From the outcry froe its release, 1 could not start with any 
other program. This is an IBH, CP/M, AMIGA coepatible 
squeeze program. From my lieited understanding, this prograe 
analyzes a program and squeezes it in the best of five different 
ways possible. It also supports multiple files in the sane 
ARC or squeezed file. 1 have already been asked if I plan on 
ARCing the disk of the eonth. Current plans say no, but 1 do 
plan on ARCing some of the related files for HAST On-Line. 

If you squeeze files, this is a Bust prograe. Conplete 
documentation is also included. 

Adventure Construction Set - This is a hold over froe last eonth. This 
program alloHs you to create text adventures. Nee uith this 
version is the inclusion of objects. 

Colossus Cave - If you have ever played the original Adventure, you 
knoN uhat this is. This is supposedly the conplete version of 
the Colossus Cave adventure gaee. I have not tried this, gaee 
yet but this has always been one of ey personal favorite since 
ny college days. Another eainfrane classic cooes to the ST. 

Addition - This is one of the first educational public donain gaees 
which I have seen for the ST. This prograe in ST Basic is 
uritten by HAST’s own Dan Stubbs. In addition to the addition 
problems for the kids, he includes sound and a face to reflect 
the correct and incorrect ansuers to the problens. 

Mona Pool - Yes, this is another eonochrone gaee. This gaee is a 
billiards game. As l write this, I have not yet dounloaded this 
or run it but it sounds too interesting to not talk about it. 

Spell Checker - This is as it states is a spelling checker prograe. 

This is uritten in OSS Pascal and the source Mill be available 
for your perusal. This prograe currently cones uith no 
dictionary, but 1 am in search of one. If 1 don't find one, it 
Mill create it's own as it goes through and checks your 
spelling. 1 have not run this prograe, but I have been hearing 
some good comments from those Mho have. 

Hord Processor Desk Accessory - This Mas on the disk of the eonth 
about 2 months ago, but non Me have version 2.0 Mith all the 
bugs fixed and more. 

(ford Count Desk Accessory - This is a text file Nord count prograe. 

Just select your file, and it Mill tell you exactly hoN eany 
Mord that you have. 

Phantasie Ultra Characters - I don’t knou if this is fair, but soee 
poor soul wanted to Min this very addicting game bad so he 
sector edited six unbeatable characters. If you ever uant to 
be assured of winning this gaee, a rather strange May, use these 
characters. 


Ralph Russell Denos - This is second half of a disk of assembly language 
demos that Ralph donated to HAST. These demos have to be seen 
to be believed. 

ST Software List - This is the new updated version of the list from 
last month. The list currently comes in two forms of a complete 
list and additions and subtractions, but since last month's list 
was such a mess, I Mill have a complete list again this month. 

This list has now been reformatted to be printed on 80 columns.
